placed before the'supreme couit here 
today. 
The court heard argument!* 


on the appeal taken from the action 
of Secretary of State Thomas llnll, 
who held the petitions were sufficient 
as to numbers but insufficient us to 
form. 


William Langer, appearing for the 


Association of Depositois in Closed 
Banks, and the committee uf petition- 
ers seeking the vote, urged upon the 
court the sufficiency of trie petitions, 
while John Thorpe, first assistant- 
attorney-general, appeared for 
the 


Secretary of Suite on the latter's re- 
quest. Chief Justice H. A. Bronson 
did not-lit in the case, it being beard 
by four judges. 


Mr. Langer, opening his argununt. 


declared that under the constitution, 
if the Secretarj of State found peti- 
tions insufficient, he should allow 
20 days for correction. He also urg- 


-ed—that the duty of the Secretary 


of State was purely ministerial, and 
that it was not his duty to decide 
whether or not the proposition wae 
in accordance with the constitution. 
He insisted that the entire subject 
matter of the amendment—which in- 
cludes regulation of the opening of 
banks in the future, method of np- 
pomtmcnt of the state hank examiner 


similar provisions—was necessary to 
the whole scheme, which he said was 
advanced * to stabilize banking con- 
ditions.

The annual clean-up effort of Bis­ 
marck, undertaken in comprehensive 
fashion in the lBs( two years, is 
a large measure re s^ isib le fer 
the absense of heavy fire loss U) 
the city during the period, in the 
opinion 'of C. W. Hensler, city com­ 
missioner in charge of the fire and 
police departments. Fire loss has been 
unusually small in Bismarck 
since 
the city discarded the horse-drawn 
pparatds and installed a fire truck. 
A large percentage of the fires 
in the past origlnaWf from rubbish 
heaps around fences, barns and simi­ 
lar buildings in the city, he said. 
During the last year there have been 
few fires of this sort, and the oom- 
missioner believes the clean-up ef­ 
fort IS responsible for the condition. 
The fire commissioner and assist­ 
ants also have been at regular inter­ 
vals making inspection of basements 
in downtown districts, and in many 
cases have ordered the removal of 
rubbish heaps and ordered changes 
which they believed were necessary 
to insure freedom from fire danger. 
Passing of the gasoline cook-stove 
R another cause of fewer fires, Mr. 
Hensler believes. 
The advantage of the motor truck 
in fighting fire 
has 
been 
well 
demonstrated, according to the com­ 
missioner. 
One case in ,point was 
cited by him. A man at whose place 
there was a fire in the eastern part 
of the city, about 14 blocks from the 
fire hall, timed the arrival, of the 
horse-drawn apparatus from the time 
the whistle blew. . It was 14 minutes. 
Some time later the fire truck made 
a run to the same plug, and the time 
required was but three minutes. 
Commissioner Hensler believes that 
the city ought to purchase more 
apparatus. He is particularly desir­ 
ous of seeing the city purchase a 
large truck, with pumper attached, 
through which water pressure could 
be incre^ed quickly. 
It is the first few minutes that 
count in fighting fire,” he said. “The 
present qity water plant even can­ 
not increase pressure as quickly as 
needed. With a pumper the increase 
is obtained in a minute 
or 
two, 
while it may take ten, fifteen or 
twenty minutes to speed up the water 
plant to furnish the pressure de­ 
sired. In that little time the battle 
against the fire may be lost." 
The commission also believes there 
should be another truck, because if 
the present one were at a fire on 
the edge of the city, with all the hose 
strung out, there might be another 
fire downtown which would 
prove 
disastrous. 
' 
Most fires in the 
last 
several 
months have been extinguished with 
chemicals. This is because the motor 
truck can reach the fire so quickly 
that it can be extinguished 
with 
chemicals before it gets a good start, 
he said.

just returned from a six Weeks trip 
through Minnesota and Wisconsin, 
spending several weeks with friends 
and relatives, and fishing in Lake 
Minnebegash, Green Lake near Wil- 
niar, and Black Duck Lake 
near 
Black Duck. 
Throughout the entire 2,700 miles 
, the Andcrsons encountered 
miKh 
j varied and beautifui scenery, but tne 
finest things they saw, according 
to Mr. Anderson, were the North 
Dakota grain fields, which are look­ 
ing wonderful in all parts of the 
slate they went through. 
_ 
“As far as I can observe. North 
> 
Dakota is the finest state in the 
Union,” said Mr. Anderson, “The 
East is depending on the farmers of 
the Dakotas and Montana.” 
Among the many points of interest 
visited were Itasca Park, and Mani- 
tou Kalis near Superior, Wis., the 
water of which falls 160 feet into 
the Manitou Falls canyon. 
They 
drove along the 40 or 50 miles of 
beautiful boulevard in Duluth, and 
thoroughly enjoyed the ride over the 
150 miles of paved highway from 
Duluth to Grand Rapids, which Mr. 
j Anderson hopes to see duplicated in 
North Dakota some day. 
In the Iron Range production is 
only 2h percent normal because of 
'business depression. Freight boats 
on Lake Superior arc few,, and have 
little to do. The country in northern 
Minnesota is a destitute one, having 
been burned out, and one can go for 
20 miles without seeing a home. 
The farms there that are under cul­ 
tivation arc.about as large as farm 
yards are here. This condition pre 
vails adjacent to pnvcd highways.

as good as that of Minnesota,

Mr. Anderson, 
especially 
> that west o f Jamestown. Minn- 
sota farmers we r e ' everywhere 
very much interested in c o r n 
production in North Dakota. A num­ 
ber of the farmers there are getting 
their seed, such as alfalfa, from near 
Bismarck, as it is free from quack 
and othir weed seed.

Speed in Reaching Fire Has 


Proved Valuable in Fight- 


ing Them 


The annual clean-up effort of Bis- 


marck, undertaken in comprehensive 
foshion in the'lftsf two yean, is 


a large measure responsible for 


the abnense of heavy fire low in 
the city during the period, in the 
opinion <of C. W. Hensler, city com- 


issioner in charge of the fire and 


police department*. Fire lo» has been 
unusually snuill in Bismarck since 
the city discarded the horse-drawn 
apparatus and installed a fire truck. 


A large percentage of the fires 


in the past originated" from rubbish 
heaps around fences, barns and simi- 
lar buildings in the city, he suid. 
During the last year there have been 
few fires of this sort, and the com- 
missioner believes the clean-up ef- 
fort is responsible for the condition. 


The fire commissioner and assist- 


ants also have been at regular inter- 
vals making inspection of basements 


downtown districts, and in many 


case* have ordered the removal of 
rubbish heaps and ordered changes 
which they believed were necessary 
to insure freedom from fire danger. 
I'assing of the gasoline cook-stove 
is another cause of fewer fires, Mr. 
Hensler believes. 


The advantage of the motor truck 


in ifightinir~fire - has

demonstrated, according to the com- I 
mii-sioner. 
One case in ,point was j 


cited by him. A man at whose place j 
there was a fire in the eastern part j 


trre-cityT-aboot-14-blocks from the I 


fire hall, timed the arrival of the' 
horse-drawn apparatus from the time 
the whistle blew. It was 14 minutes. 
Some time later the fire truck made 
a run to the same plug, and the time 
required was but three minutes. 


Commissioner Hensler believes that 


the 
city ought to purchase more j 


apparatus. He is particularly desir- ' 
ous of seeing the city purchase a 
large truck, with pumper attached, 
through which water pressure could 
be increased quickly. 


"It is the first few minutes that 


count in fighting fire," he said. "The 
present cjty water plant even can- 
not increase pressure as quickly as 
needed. With a pumper the increase 
is obtained in a minute or two, 
while it may take ten, fifteen or 
twenty minutes to speed up the water 
plant to furnish the pressure de- 
sired. In that little time the battle 
against the fire may be lost." 


Thejcommission also believes there 


iJiould be another truck, because if 
the present one -were at a fire on 
the edge of the city, with all the hose.

Here is a Republican and a Dem-

The third party ticket may be counted upon to poll a
